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death ; April 18, 1 case, no death ; April 19, no case, no deaths ; April 
20, no case, no death ; April 21, no case no death ; April 22, 1 case, no 
death. Total, 20 cases ; 5 deaths. 

I have learned of no cases of typhus fever in Tokyo since my last 
report, but measles, of rather a mild type, is exceedingly prevalent both 
in that city and in Yokohama.
